Virginian. 
London, April 12 — The prospect of a 
famine in the extreme mountain counties 
of Kentuckv is quite alarming. From 
the counties of Perry, Leslie, Knot and 
Bell come reports of widespread want 
and distress already, with the worst not 
yet attained. There is verv little of any- 
thing raised in these counties ordinarily, 
and when the home supply is exhausted 
the remoteness from market renders it 
difficult to obtain food of any kind. 

A merchant of Perrv county informs 
mc that secrmd-grade flour, which retails 
here and at other places on the railroad 
at $2,60 per 100, is now selling in that 
county at $7 per 100, while bacon is 
worth 25 cents per pound. Gods and 
provisions of all kinds shipped to Leslie 
and Perrv counties are hauled from this

LET US EDUCATE. 
There could be no 
produced in favor of 
article which appears on our first page to- 
day, under the caption of "Public 
Schools." It is a speech delivered by 
Lord Macaulev in the house of com- 
mons, England, as far back as 1847. In 
it he goes over the entire subject by de- 
tail, and his conclusions, based upon the 
statistics of prisons and prisoners, are 
those of a wise counselor.

Kentucky has five times the amount of 
coking coal that Pennsylvania has, yet it 
furnishes not one ton. In a little dis- 
trict in Pennsylvania, not larger than a 
blue grass county. 32.ooo.oou tons of an- 
thracite coal is mined annually, which is 
worth $200,000,000. To oIImV this. K.-n- 
tuckv has the finest cannel coal destrict 
in the world. In several counties in East- 
ern Kentucky including Morgan, Wolfe 
and Breathitt, is the only place in Amer- 
ica where cannel coal can be successfully 
mined. Everywhere it exists in scatter- 
ed pockets, but here it lies, in continuous 
veins seven feet thick, and of as fine a 
quality as the German coal. In petrole- 
um Kentucky has a finer distaict than 
Pennsylvania, yet the latter state pro- 
duces every day 15-5 barrels, while the 
former produces only 7 barrels, and so 
indifferent are Kentuckians to the subject 
that 500,000 barrels were allowed to run 
into the Cumberland river and waste, 
without an effort being made to stop it.

Mrs. Greely 
narrowly escaped being another. It is 
a strange thing that a man who ha* a wife 
to whom he is attached will start o f on 
a two or three years' trip to the Arctic 
regions, as did DeLong and Greelv. 
Poor Mrs. DeLong! Was there ever 
a sadder task undertaken by woman 
than the narrative of her unfortunate 
husband's suffering and death that sno 
prepared for publication? I shall never 
forget with what feelings I read the 
closing pages of her brave husband's 
diary. 

DeLong had some serious faults. He 
was too nigid in discipline for the expe- 
dition cer which he had command and 
lid much to precipitate his own distress- 
ing fate, but over all there shone a sub- 
lime fortitude and courage that will al- 
ways be one of tho most admirable 
pictures of human heroism that the 
world has ever seen. He kept a record 
up to the very hour of his death amid 
the pathless snows of tho Lena delta. I 
think he died on (Jet. 8o. ISSi. He and 
his companions had left the crushed 
Jeannette on June 12, previous. They 
had been sailing about in open boats and 
wandering through strange, comfortless, 
uninhabited lands for over three 
months. Nearly everybody had 
died. DeLong saw his companions 
fall one by one.
